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THE SCOPE OF PRAYER 


‘IN EVERYTHING BY PRAYER” 


ERHAPS in the whole realm of the 

service of God, there is nothing so 
essential and so necessary to be under- 
stood as prayer. Failure at this point 
weakens, and may destroy, every other 
link in the Christian life. In all dispensa- 
tions of God’s dealing with men the place 
of contact and blessing is the place of 
prayer. 


As we read the statement of St. James 
(1:17), that “every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above and cometh 
down from the Father of lights,” we 
think of the vast scope of blessing and 
good imparted to men, both for soul and 
body, and for the whole of life. 


We read of the path of the just which 
“is as the shining light that shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day” 
(Prov. 4:18). This path, so increasingly 
illuminated from heaven and traversed 
by the just, is the path of prayer and 
communion with God. While it is true 
that every Christian’s path may be 
brighter and brighter to the end, it is 
also true that from age to age God has 
revealed Himself in an ever-increasing 
way to men, so that they have gone 
“from grace to grace” and “from glory 
to glory.” 

If it be that the path of the just is the 
path of prayer,.and that through the 
prayers of His people God reveals Him- 
self, then as that revelation is greater and 
greater, we conclude that men learned 
more about prayer and higher heights and 
comprehended more and greater things 
as God continued to deal with them. 


From the days of Adam to the giving 
of the law, it seems that the usual cus- 
tom of men was to approach God with 
a sacrifice or burnt offering, offered by 
the head of the family or by a prophet. 
However meager and uncertain may seem 
the details of instructions for worship- 
ping God in these days, it is certain that 
God was definitely manifested in the 
lives of men. He made them to know 
His will, He revealed Himself to them 
and wrought in and through them. It 
was in this early age when so little is 
said of a formal worship, or of faith and 
prayer to God, that a man, Enoch by 
name, lived on earth, walked so closely 
with God that he went to heaven without 
dying. It cannot be but that prayer had 
a prominent place in the lives and prac- 
tices of His people in those days. 

Later, after the giving of the law, 
with the tabernacle and its service, 
where the multitude gathered before the 
Lord (Ex. 33:7), the manner of ap- 
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proach to and communication with God, 
was with more definite form. Through 
the burnt offerings and all the variety 
of forms in the services of worship, 
there was greater meaning, a larger show- 
ing of God, and a greater unfolding of 
His will and purpose in and through 
man. God had said to Moses, “I am the 
ae JEHOVAH,” a name in 
advance of any by which the early fath- 
ers had ever known Him (Ex. 6:3), and 
not to Moses only was it true that God 
was now better known, but to all His 
people in general. So to all it signified 
that prayer and devotion to God has now 
taken on a greater meaning. 


Think of what prayer meant in the 
lives and ministry of the prophets and 
God’s servants during the time of the law 
and its service. There is the miraculous 
bringing of Israel out of Egypt, with 
crossing of the Red Sea and the river 
Jordan, the miraculous healings, feeding 
of the poeple, their marvelous protection 
and victories over their enemies who 
would have destroyed them, and _ the 
revelation of God’s presence, glory, and 
power among His people, as well as His 
wrath revealed against the evil doers; and 
many other things show His response to 
the prayers of His people. 


Prayer had a fuller and wider signifi- 
cance still when Jesus appeared in person 
on earth. He was the great teacher of 
prayer. Among other striking things He 
said, “My house shall be called of all na- 
tions the house of prayer ” (Mark 11: 
17). Another very strong plea are His 
words in Luke 18:1, “Men ought always 
to pray and not to faint.” The prayer 
that Jesus taught was the sure remedy 
for all earth’s ills and was the privilege of 
all. Jesus Himself spent whole nights in 
prayer, thus setting an example for all 
His followers. 


But not until Jesus was glorified and 
went back to heaven and sent the Holy 
Ghost, did men reach the climax of 
prayer. In the apostolic standard of 
prayer all barriers are removed, and 
through the glorified man Christ Jesus, 
who is now man’s advocate at the throne 
of grace, there is the greatest access to 
God for all. Under the old covenant, on- 
ly the high priest, and he but once a year, 
could enter the holiest place where God 
was met most intimately. But now the 
veil that excluded the common people has 
been rent asunder and through Jesus all 
may have access into the holiest place. 


“For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 


the figures of the true, but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us” (Heb. 9:24), and what 
seems more wonderful, Jesus is called the 
“new and living way” through “the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh,” so that we 
are assured that believers themselves may 
enter boldly “into the holiest by the blood 
of Jesus” (Heb. 10:19, 20). Now 
through this Jesus, our great high priest, 
we are literally introduced into the pres- 
ence of our heavenly Father. It is He 
who said, ““Whatsover ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall 
ask any thing in my ‘name, I will do it” 
(John 14:13), and then, too, in this con- 
nection we cannot overlook the impor- 
tant part taken by the Holy Ghost in the 
ministry of prayer and intercession. In 
Rom. 8:26, 27 we read, “‘Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for w- 
know not what we should pray for as we 
ought; but the Spirit maketh intercession 
for us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. And he that searcheth the heart 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God.” 
The agency and operation of the Holy 
Ghost is connected with every phase of 
Christian experience and especially with 
the life and ministry of prayer.

““Men’s hearts failing them for fear” 
(Luke 21:26). 

Startling statistics showing the in- 
crease of insanity and suicides in the U. 
S. due to the increasing perplexities and 
modern life, are given in The Pathfinder: 

The number of insane in New York 
state in 1913 was 373 to the 100,000, 
while in the last reported year it was 
486—an increase of about 50 per cent. 
For the entire United States, according 
to the census, the number of insane was 
160 per 100,000 in 1910, against 310 in 
the last year—or almost double. As to 
heart disease, the ratio has jumped from 
156 to 210 during this period— or an 


increase just about the same as insanity 
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—30 per cent. And as for homicide, the 
rate has leaped from seven in 1913 to 10 
last year—or a gain of about 40 per 
cent.

SPECIAL SESSION OF WORLD JEW- 
ISH CONGRESS CALLED 


“Give him no rest, until he establish 
and until he make Jerusalem a praise in 
the earth.” Isa, 62:7. 

Facing conditions which “have be- 
come intolerable beyond description,” the 
Jews of Germany and Poland have ap- 
pealed to American Jews for help and a 
nation-wide campaign to raise “10,000,- 
000 immediately is under way. Additional 
$5,000,000 is being sought abroad.” 

It is hoped by the Jews to bring 
about a mass of exodus of Jews from 
Germany, and Palestine is seen as the on- 
ly door of hope. Dr. Stephen Wise, ap- 
pealing to American Jewry writes: 

“The rebuilding of the Jewish Na- 
tional Home is the primary activity of 
the Jewish people and the one certain 
means of assuring survival despite in- 
creasing forces of terror and. destruction. 

“The year 1936, through the organiza- 
tion of the United Palestine Appeal, 
marks the beginning of a new epoch in 
American activity for the upbuilding of 
the Jewish National Home. The unifica- 
tion of our forces is made imperative by 
the incredibly difficult conditions which 
face our fellow Jews in many lands of 


: Europe. Despite the numerous plans that 


have been publicly discussed for emigra- 
tion to innumerable countries of Jews 
from Germany, Poland and elsewhere, the 
truth is that Palestine alone has absorbed 
and given permanent refuge to more Jews 
than all the other countries in the world 
combined. 

“It is because we recognize that the 
potentialities of Palestine are still virtual- 
ly untapped and that it can easily make 
room for hundreds of thousands of ad- 
ditional Jews that we now call upon the 
Jewish community in America to give its 
greatest consideration not only to the 
achievement but to the possibilities of 
Palestine. We have it within our power 
to save a maximum number of harried 
and tortured Jews of Europe by provid- 
ing for their settlement in Palestine.” 

Newspapers have referred to the under- 
taking of a massed exodus as “parallel to 
the saga of the 40-year trek of Moses and 
his biblical land.”

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The Ten-Horned Beast or Antichrist 


en Daniel seventh chapter we read of 
D-niel’s dream. He saw four great 
beasts come up out of the sea, each di- 
verse one from another, but he said that 
the fourth beast he saw come up was 
dreadful and terrible. Daniel was more 
interested in this fourth beast than all 
the others, because it was so dreadful 
looking. Hé was grieved in his spirit be- 
cause he couldn’t understand what these 
great beasts meant so he came near to 
the one that stood by 2nd asked him to 
tell him the truth of the matter, what 
these things meant, so the vision was ex- 
plained to Daniel. 

“These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, which shall arise out of 
the earth,” Dan. 7:17. Daniel said that 
he beheld the beast until his body was 
destroyed and given to the burning 
flames, In Rev. 20:10 we see where this 
as spoken of in Dan. 7:11 is fulfilled. 

It was told Daniel that this fourth 
beast would be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which would be diverse from all 


* kingdoms which would devour the whole 


earth 2nd break it in pieces. Now saints 
of God, this is one of the greatest events 
that ever has been upon earth and truly 
we are nearer this great Antichrist king- 
dom than we think. 

Now Daniel said the beast was a king 
and that he arose out of the sea, or 
earth. Daniel marveled. John the Revela- 
tor said, “And the angel said unto me, 
Wherefore didst thou marvel? I will tell 
thee the mystery of the woman, and of 
the beast that carried her, which had the 
seven heads and ten horns. The beast 
that thou sawest was, and is not; and 
shall ascend out of the bottomless pit, 
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and go into perdition: and they that 
dwell on the earth shall wonder.” This 
proves to us that this wicked king once 
lived and had his reign on earth, and that 
he died and will come forth to have his 
second reign on earth, the Antichrist 
kingdom. 

Rev. 13:3, 5, “And I saw one of his 
heads as it were wounded to death; and 
his deadly wound was healed: and all the 
world wondered after the beast. And 
there was given unto him a mouth speak- 
ing great things and blasphemies.” Now 
when Antichrist comes he will have such 
great power and speech until he will de- 
ceive the very elect if possible. We can 
see that the awful Antichrist kingdom 
is almost ready for his coming, I don’t 
think it could be much longer.

We find in Rev. 13:2 that the dragon 
gave this beast his power and great au- 
thority. Now when this man of sin is re- 
vealed Satan himself will give up his seat 


and turn everything over to Antichrist 


and let him devour the whole earth. Dan. 
7:23. He will place his mark upon the 
forehead or in the hand and no one can 
sell or buy unless he has the mark. You 
will be allowed to take your choice— 
either take the mark or be killed. There’s 


only one way to escape this great calami- 
ty and that is to accept Christ. He said 
for us to pray always that we may be 
accounted worthy to escape the things 
that are coming on the earth, and stand 
before the Son of man. If we are not able 
to stand before Christ we will be forced 
to go out into the Antichrist kingdom to 
suffer whatever the Antichrist chooses to 
put upon us and he will be such a wicked 
ruler that he will not have mercy on the 
people. If we receive the mark of the 
beast we will be cut off for ever and if 
we stand out against it and don’t receive 
it, we will be cut off from buying or 
selling anything.

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MY VISIT TO THE ISLANDS 


(Continued from last issue) 


ON Sunday afternoon March Ist, right 
after the meal of which I told you 
in the last issue of the Evangel, the 
same little fellow came with his car to 
take us back through town and out the 
other way some ten or twelve miles up in 
the mountains to another church known 
as the “Desire ” Church of God. It had 
begun to rain before we reached the place 
they were to meet us with ponies, and 
they were delayed in coming, so between 
showers we rolled our pants up and 
walked up the mountain side. But a 
harder shower came and ran us into a 
little hut by the side of the road and 
there we waited until they came to meet 
us. While waiting there I sang for an 
aged grandmother, the song entitled 
“Where Have the Children Gone?” She 
seemed to appreciate it and after her con- 
versation with me, I know the song 
meant more to me. When we arrived at 
the church they were singing and I sup- 
pose had been singing for hours, as it is 
a custom for them to begin singing just 
as soon as a few gather in and I had 
learned that they had been coming prac- 
cally all day from different directions to 
attend the services that evening. 
Though it was raining and muddy 
outside, the house was exceptionally clean 
and the pulpit dressed in white. Oh! 1 
wish you could have been in this service. 
God’s presence would sweep down and 
they would shout the praises of God from 
an earnest sincere heart. The little house 
‘was packed to its capacity, with some 
standing outside. When opportunity was 
given for testimony they responded with 
that same sincere, whole-hearted praise 
and worship to God. They seemed to ap- 
preciate so much having ‘us visit them. 
I know I shall never forget these precious 
people, and oh, dear ones, if you can’t 
help in any other way I know you can 
pray that God will undertake for them. 
The people are so poor and live on such 
a little, but their souls are precious in the 
sight of God and God certainly has bap- 
tized them with the precious Holy Ghost, 
as well as the thousands in our fair land. 
After the service we spent the night 
with a government official in that com- 
munity (that is a part of the night). He 
had a real nice home and they certainly 
treated us royally. I enjoyed my little 
stay with them so much. We retired 
about twelve o’clock and about the next 
thing I knew Brother H. A. Hudson, 
overseer, called me and said, “It is time 
to get up.” It was then 3 o’clock in the 
morning. After a little we were on our 
ponies again going over the mountain 
to make connection with the car that 


was waiting for us at the road where we 


drove on down to the railroad station and 
made connection with the train, for it 
had stayed there over Sunday making its 
first return trip to Kingston Monday 
morning. Monday we visited about in 
different places in the city (Kingston), 
which we found to be well built. In 
1907 they had an earthquake which al- 
most destroyed the entire city, but they 
have rebuilt a real nice city of possibly 
seventy-five thousand inhabitants. 

Jamaica is the largest of the islands in 
the British West Indies. It is about one 
hundred miles south of the east end of 
Cuba. It contains 4,431 square miles, or 
is about one-tenth of the size of Tennes- 
see, but has almost half as many people 
as the entire state of Tennessee. To be 
exact, Tennessee has about 2.72 per cent 
more people than Jamaica. Only 2 per 
cent of the people there are white. The 
principal religion is Protestantism, but 
they are in need of the old time, Pente- 
costal gospel as badly as any place in 
America. 

Monday evening the church house was 
crowded and I can imagine that I still 
hear those good old songs. My! such 
rythm and harmony, and nearly every- 
body singing, even to the back of the 
house. The Lord did bless the meeting 
and I appreciated His presence there. 
They favored us with some special music 
and singing and after the preaching I 
saw no place to invite the seekers to the 
altar, even though they had increased the 
size of the building recently to about 
one-third larger, so I asked those who 
wanted to be remembered in prayer to 
‘come and shake hands with me and I 
met them down the aisle. They returned 
to their seats and began to cry and pray 
and people were seeking God practically 
all over the building. I understand that 
several were saved and I think one re- 
ceived the Baptism of the Holy Ghost in 
this service. Then after the altar services, 
the crowd was still there so we had testi- 
mony service and I know it would have 
stirred your heart to hear those people 
thank and praise God for deliverance 
and for the precious Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. The people there are so 
courteous and kind and appreciative of 
everything done for them. There are 
many other things that I would like to 
tell you about the people in Jamaica but 
I want to tell you something of my trip 
to Haiti as well. 

On Wednesday, the 4th of March, we 
sailed to Port au Prince, Haiti. The Is- 
land of Haiti is a Negro Republic, oc- 
cupying the Western Island of Haiti, 
Dominican Republic. I understand it 
contains 10,400 square miles. Most of 
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the people live in the hot lowlands and 
the death rate is very high. They claim 
a population for the entire Island of over 
2,500,000 and about 90 per cent are the 
unmixed Negro race here. Their princi- 
pal religion is Catholicism but many of 
the natives worship through the barbaric 
rites of the Voodoo religion. This of 
course is the survival of the old African 
religion, Brother J. Vital Herne, the over- 
seer of the Island, met me at the airport 
and took me right over to the mission 
Bible School and his home which is up- 
stairs in the mission. I was impressed 
with this large old house. I learned that 
the house was over one hundred years old. 
It was in a good location, right close to 
the heart of the city. But, Port au 
Prince is not a_ well-built city, Its 
government buildings are very pretty but 
many of the living quarters were very 
undesirable. From the upstairs we were 
able to look down in the streets and over 
the most of the houses about us, and oh, 
the mass of human beings trudging the 
streets, coming and going some place, and 
finally ending in eternity. 

Brother Herne is certainly doing a 
wonderful work here on the Island. God 
has wonderfully blessed his efforts and 
many souls have been brought to God. 
On Wednesday night we had services in 
the mission, every available place to see 
or hear was taken. Of course, I found it 
quite difficult to preach to them as I 
was unable to speak their languages and 
had to preach through Brother Herne 
who was my interpreter, but I could tell 
when they were speaking in tongues and 
praising God and they could also tell 
when I was speaking in tongues. We 
could praise God together though neither 
was unable to understand the other’s Ian- 
guage. I understand that one woman was 
reclaimed during this service and oh, such 
eager and earnest seekers after God 
when once they are converted! 

Brother Herne had an extensive trip 
through the Island planned for us, which 
I will tell you about in the next issue.

Jewish Community | says: 

“American securities look so good to 
Palestine residents that they are sending 
money to the United States to invest in 
them. 

“And that, in the opinion of the influ- 
ential labor Zionist daily Davar, is a con- 
tributing factor to what is beginning to 
be described here as a depression. 

“A swiftly, growing country as the 
result of the steady flow of Jewish immi- 
gration, Palestine has been held up as one 
of the few depression-free spots in a de- 
pression-ridden world. 

“But today there are multiplying indi- 
cations that the boom-reminiscent of 
that which characterized America in its 
early days—has, at least temporarily, run 
its course. 

“Equally significant is the fact that, 
spurred by the African war scare, there 
have been runs on banks. While the inci- 
pient panic engendered by the war and 
the bank-runs have been allayed, that the 
financial picture is not entirely as serene 
as it appears from the huge surplus re- 
ported by the Palestine treasury, is in- 
dicated in a step reported to have been 
taken by Barclays Bank. The bank is 
said to have taken over $2,500,000 in se- 
curities held by the hard-hit smaller 
banks with the Palestine Government 
backing Barclays as guarantor. 

“The failure to adjust Palestine tariffs 
to new conditions is discouraging inves- 
tors and it is said that last summer 20,- 
000 persons left the country, withdraw- 


ing $7,500,000.
